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THE ARMY REPORT. 
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Pay muster-General Rochester on the Finan- 
cial Wing of the Service. 

WASHINGTON, October 21.—Paymaster-Genera 
Rc chesier, in his annual report to the secretary of 
war, says that the totalamount available for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, was $15,180,161, and 
the total amount disbursed was $13,250,750, leay- 
inga balance of $1,929,411. He commends the 
present system of depositories for public funds, 
He regrets the discontinuance of the der ositories 
of Santa Fe and San Antonio, and recommends 
their re-establishment. He also recomurends that 
an appropriation of $175,000 be made for the 
mileage of officers forthe fiscal year 1886. and 
says there will undoubtedly be a deficiency in the 
appropriation for the present fiscal year, which 
is $160,000, unless great restrictions 
are im posed on the issuing of 
order wethat contemplate the payment 
of mileage. It is again recommended that the law 
forbidding the payment of mileage to army officers 
over land grant roads be repealed. Attention is 
called to the former recommendation in regard to 
the importance of a change in the law relating to 
the official bonds of the paymaster and the passage 
of the bill, senate 1556, introduced at the last ses- 
sion of congress, is vrged. The bond of an ap- 
proved guarantee company would, if accepted as 
seculiiy, be a great relief to many officers. A 
limit of at least four years, during which the bond 
will be approved, should be fixed, and the sureties 
should be released from liability if thegovernment 
fails to bring suit within five years after 
the bond = expires. It is recommended 
that the paragraph of the army regulations forbid- 
ding an officer from the issuing, hypothecation or 
trausferrivg of his pay acconnt actually due at the 
time, shouid be enforced, and no longer treated as 
a dead letter.

THREE MONTHS WITHOUT SHADE 


OR RAIN. 


The Crops Cut Off Forty Per Centin the South Atilan- 
tic States- Grass Burned Up and Trees Dying — 
The Eect Around Washington, Atian~ 
ta and Shreveport-—Other News. 


Wasnixcton, October 21.—An officer of the 
signal service said, relative to the long con- 
tinued drouth, that during September it ex- 
isted in all sections east of the Mississippi 
valley, ond in Texas. General rains have 
fallen during October in Tennessee, the Ohio 
valley and the lake region, but the drouth has 
the middle Atlantic, south At- 
lantic and gulf states. The little rai that 
has fallen has not been enough to do any good 
At Atlanta,Ga., 
for over two months, and 
that the cotton crop in tha 
fall short forty per cent. Near 
Shreveport, La., it is estimated 
that the cotton crop will be 
only two-thirds of an average. In the vi- 
cinity of Petersburg, Va., it has become nec- 
essary to close the cotton factories on account 
of the scarcity of water. The officer report 
indications of light rain in this vicinity soon, 
ind says there is a heavy rain storm in 
ake regions. There has been no rain of con- 
sequence in or about Washington for nearly 
ihree months. The shade trees along the 
streets and in the parks are showiag the ef- 
fects of the long drouth. Grass in many 
places is dead, and in several instances has 
burned when accidentally fired, like the grass 
of the prairies. 
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The Dry Spell in Virginia. 

NORFOLK, Va., October 21.—No rain of conse- 
quence has fallen in this section of the state since 
the middle of August, and the farming and truck- 
ing interests haye suffered severely. Rains now 
wovld be of little use, except toavert a water fam- 
ine. The earth is litterly perished, and slight for- 
rest fires have occured along the line of the rail- 
roads, but no serious losses thus far are reported. 

A Portuguese Protest. 

Lispon, October 21.—The Portuguese govern- 
ment has sent a note to Earl Granville, secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, protesting against the 
annexation by England of the territory which the 
Boers have seized from the Portuguese. 

Farl Granville has obtained the consent of the 
German and French goyernments to a proposal to 
limit the work of the Congo conference te the set- 
tlement of the Congo question.

Judge Richard B. Carmichael, of Maryland, 
Passes Away. 

BALTIMORE, Md., October 21.—Judge Richard B. 
Carmichbuel, formany years one of the most promi- 
nent and influeutial citizens of this state, died at 
his home at Centreville, Queen Anne county, this 
morning in his eighty-seventh year. He wasa 
graduate of Princeton in the class of 1828, and since 
then has heid many important and honorable 
trusts, having been several times elected 
a member of the legislature, elected to congress 
in 1533, a nember of the two state conventions to 
revise the constitution, being presideat of the 
convention held in 1567, and judge of the judieial 
circuit. In May, 1862, during the period of intense

THE STORY OF THE LYNCHING, 

About 11:30 o’clock last night a mob composed 
of about forty men, three or four of whom were 
masked, all armed with shotguns, arrived in Cen- 
tre. It is supposed that they came from Chattooga 
county, Ga, having crossed the Coosa 
1iver at Hardwick’s ferry, four miles 
akeve Cedar Bluff. The mob_ proceeeded 
to the jail very quietly, so quietly in fact, that 
the citizens of Centre were not disturbed in their 
slumbers, andthethe mob met with no opposi- 
tion. The sheriff of Cherokee county was not at 
home, and bis wile, with a young brother of the 
sheriff, had charge of the jail. 

THE JAIL ENTERED, 

The mob having aroused the sheriff's wile, pre- 
sented their guns and told her the sooner Dorsey 
and Jane Wade were given up thé better it would 
be forher. Three masked men then seized the 
keys and entered the jail, The other prisoners 
were terribly frightened, but the men told them 
to keep quiet; that they wanted no one but Dor- 


sey and Jane Wade, When the 
ces of Dorsey and the woman | 
were reached, they were taken without 


difficulty out of the jau, and placed in a buggy. 

Jane Wade wept bitterly, but ueither she nor Dor- 

sey made any elforts at resistance. Three quarters 

of a wile from the town the cavalcade halted. 
DANGLING FROM A LIMB, 

The buggy containing the two eulprits was 
driven under-a tree, & rope was tagtened around 
the neck of cach and tastened to two limbs 
of the sametree. The buggy was driven from un- 
der-them and Dorsey and Jane Wade were iaunch- 
ed into eternity. Dorsey’s neck was broken. The 
weman died of strangulation, They made no 
confessions. 

To-day Centre was unusually quiet, The mob 
bad Jeft no traces of their terrible work save the 
two dead bodies, and these were taken to the court 
house. 

BEFORE THE CORONER. 

A corone?’s inquest was held. The verdict was 
rendered in accordance with the facts above de 
tailed. The bodies were yiewed by large num- 
bers of people to-day. 

J. R. Dorsey was 74 years ofage. Up to the be- 
cinnivg of the late war he was considered one of 
the most prominent citizens of Cherokee county.

the omission to be the result of “rebel” 


tceling, rudely asked Father Ryan “why he did 
not attend the summons.’’ *‘Beeause I was giving 
the sacrament to another dying man,” responded 
ihe priest; ‘“‘but, general, you are mistaken in sup- 
posing I would not gladly bury yvonall.”” There 
are some mistakes in this otherwise veracions anr 
ecdote. it was Father Mutlen, and not Fathe 
Ryan. The old priest, called up at’midnigh* for 
the purpose of giving the iast sacraments 
to & federal soldikr dying of yellow fever, re- 
sponded with alacrity. This astonished Butler, 
who was most auxious to entrap the priest ia 
some way so as to send him a prisoner to Ship 
island. Butler asked him why he. an uncompro- 
niising rebel, had been so alert in obeying the 
calls of a yankee soldier. Father Mullen aa- 
swered: ‘itis my dnty to God and my church to 
ceny no one the offices of my holy ministry; but, 
fnith, general, I am ready, if necessary, and 
Willing to bury yon all!” Butler laughed 
and Father Mullen was not molested. This Father 
Mullen used to pray for ‘‘dear General Beauregard 
apd bis soldiers’’ constantly. He was devoted to 
the southern canse. He eheerfully surrendered 
the bells of his ehurch to be melted for the manu- 
facture of cannon, The guns that Colonel Semple 
discovered asthe remnant of his battery at the 
arsenal on onr Sand hills were made from the bells - 
that Father Mullen and other patriotic clergymen 
turned over to the confederacy.

The divining rod was used in ancient times, main- 
ly for the discovery of guilt, the decision of impor- 
tant questions, or the indication of future events. 


Its physical application seems to have been of later, 


origin. In the seventeenth century various treatises 
were written on the subject and the peculiar ac- 
tion of the rod was attributed to a divine gift, evil 
Spiritsor natural affinity between the material of 
therod and the substance affecting it. In the 
eighteenth century the electrical theory of the rod 
was advanced, but this was thoroughly refuted by 
destroying the insulation of the operator withont 
his knowledge, thus proving that such knowledge 
was an essential part of the so-called electrical ac- 
tion. Itisnow believed that the motion of the 
rod is due to minute, unconscious muscular move- 
ments caused by the imaginaton or intuitive or 
unconscious decision or expectation of the opera 
tor. This lingering remnant of a once powerful 
superstition is now considered entitled to no m 
respect than planchette and similar frauds.
